ernor Futrell in granting a furlough 
to Leland Henley was a terrible mis- 
take.

Either he or his brother, Rupert, i: 


willing to shoot it out with Henley in 
a fair, open fight if Henley insists. 
He charges that Henley is lurking in 
the wild hill country of Searcy coun- 
ty, waiting for a chance to ambush 
him and his brother and their friend, 
"Tex" Johnson. He admits that it is 
an unpleasant situation.

He denied that his brother tortured 


Miss Essie Jackson, a stenographer in 
the employ of W. II. Reeves, an attor- 
ney of Marshall, in an effort to force 
her to reveal Lcland Henley's hiding 
place. On the contrary, he charges 
that the young woman tried to lure 
his brother into an ambush. He con- 
tends that attorney Reeves has allied 
himself with the Henley family be- 
cause of a personal dislike for his 
brother.

that this i.s <i measure of self-defense 
and one that will restore peace to 
Scurcy county.

That's what Jim Henry states. 
And unless somebody in high auth- 


ority talks quickly—unless the admin- 
istrative rolls are purged immediately 
—we can be reasonably sure that in 
addition to being the heaviest burden 
of all the states that are leaning upon 
the federal government Arkansas has 
committed a political disgrace which 
will eventually lead to summary ac- 
tion by Washington.

It was represented 
to me that he wanted the opportunity 
to provide his family with a home 
as they were about to be thrown out 
of the place where they were stay- 
ing. His wife, who is a member of a 
prominent church, had told her sis- 
ters that the convict-husband could 
secure a place if given a short oppor- 
tunity.

noe's attempt to implicate him in the 
drugstore fire a "framoup." Mr. Bates 
statement to The Star follows: 


"I went voluntarily to Hot Spring! 


with officers Monday night to sec a 
confession made by Robert Boyd. 


"Charley Crosnoe later was brought 


to Hot Springs and officers said he 
had signed a confession implicating 
me. 


"The facts arc that two years ago 


the 13th of June Mrs. Bates and I had 
a. .disastrous fire at Washington in 
which we lost $14,000 over and above 
the amount of our insurance. 


"It will be obvious to other property 


owners that we are simply being vic- 
timized by Boyd and Crosnoe in their 
effort to save themselves from the 
authorities." 


3 Arrested

Bates was brought here late Mon- 


day night by Chief of Police Clar- 
ence Baker and Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney John P. Vesey, of Hope, ask- 
ed if he cared to make a statement, 
Bates said there wasn't much he could 
remember and surprised officers by 
saying that "he didn't think he had 
very much .sense." 


At first he maintained that if he 


paid any money to Crosnoe if was for 
payment for signs on benches. 


Later officers said he told them that 


he had given Crosnoe at least $300, 
and that the signs he had ordered, 
about a dozen in all, could not have 
cost more than $5 each. 


He also was said to have told offi-

What About the Care of Blind Chil- 


dren? Accent Sound, Touch in 


Their Development, 


Are you interested in the blind? In 


blind babies? I need not ask. If any 
mother gets to the place that she feels 
she has nothing to thank her God for, 
srhe should get down on her knees 
and thank Him for sparing her that. 


Yet there are, in the world today— 


in this country,'many blind and semi- 
blind children. ' ' 


When they are old enough they re- 


ceive education arid training in insti- 
tutions and special schools. That there 
is something to be done before this 
time in the home, during the years of 
babyhood and early childhood, is sel- 
dom mentioned. Miss Nancy Walburn 
of the American Foundation for the 
Blind in New York- City has sent me 
some material on the subject. 


What I quote below has been com- 


piled by Harriet E. Totman. How cir- 
cuitously does knowledge come to us. 
Impossible to. .relay the entire sum- 
mary of advice^contained in it, I quote 
only some important paragraphs. But 
they have authority behind them, not- 
ably Miss Kathryn E. Maxfield, form- 
er Director of the Foundation: 


Physical Development 


"If your child is blind from in- 


fancy, you have three to four months 
in which' you need not concern your- 
self with the immediate training of 
your baby as a blind child. This per- 
iod is for, physical development, and 
your duty*"is accomplished when you 
see that he is well fed, kept clean and 
has abundance of sleep. . . . 


"Care should be taken" (this, of 


coui^e, when the normal baby ordin- 
arily begins to react to the movement 
of objects around him) "to have his 
environment rich in tones, tinkly bells 
on his cuddle toys, which are also 
pleasant to touch, squeak toys, soft 
music, more occasion" to hear moth- 
er's voice. Strings of wooden beads 
on the carriage or crib and other toys 
should be kept where little hands will 
readily find them and investigate. 


"Fortunately more and more of our 


fo-called blind babies are not entirely 
without sight.' -Then attention should 
be given to stiulafing—not straining— 
whatever vision. there is. The baby 
should be placed where he can see 
sunlight play on objects, though not 
shine into his face, and enjoy light 
and shadow. . . . 


Develop Through Sound 


"With a blind baby, incentives to 


walk are not great, so creeping and 
walking should be encouraged by in- 
teresting sounds and voices at close 
range. Fear is deterrent, especially if 
he has had a fall. The parent should 
then lead him by the hand, being 
careful to give him a sense of secur- 
ity. . . . There should be repoicing 
and laughter when he takes a step 
alone. A Kiddy-Kar and a play pen 
are useful. They give a sense of se- 
curity . . . When he can walk his area 
should not be too limited. He should 
be encouraged to investigate his room 
and even the yard. Going up and 
down stairs should be encouraged. 


"If you can buy him but one thing, 


I believe this should be blocks—not 
less than two and a half inches square," 
says Miss Totman. "Drag toys are 
favorites, especially those that tinkle 
and rattle as they go. Then later, wa- 
gons, out-door sand boxes, pails and 
spoons or shovels." 


She adds that-iie can be taught to 


feed himself in time, but is better off 
with his own little table and chair, 
away from criticism and distress over 
spilled food. Eating nicely will come 
with time. 


The goal, it seems plain, is to de- 


velop the child as much as possible 
through the medium of his perfect 
senses. And tq> teach him independ- 
ence, acceptance and happiness. This 
applies to any handicapped child. Not 
too much e'motionalism on the par- 
ents' part, and a definite plan in the 
early years to help him make the most 
of his later life.

Scalp Stimulation

around the roots of the hair at all, 
others maintain that a weekly mas- 
sage is beneficial, and still others in- 
sist that you should do it every night. 
Well, let's look at all sides of the con- 
troversy. 


Vigorous beauty 
treatments, 
like 


most medicine, should be taken in 
moderate doses and the factitious slo- 
gan, "If a Httle's good, a lot's better," 
is highly impractical. The scalp is 
massaged for two reasons, first, to 
bring up circulation and stimulate 
the growth of hair and, second, to 


loosen dry skin and flakes of dand- 
ruff. Now it stands to reason that 
daily stimulation isn't exactly neces- 
sary and that too 'much massage may 
make the oil glands overdo their nor- 
mal work. Therefore, a weekly scalp 
massage (preferably the night before 
a shampoo) should be adequate. 


Remember that incorrect manipu- 


lation of the scalp is worse than no 
massage at all. Place your elbows on 
a table and put your head in your 
hands. Then, with rotary motions, 
make the scalp move backward and 
forward for no more than ten min- 


utes. The fingers shouldn't move at 
all until you're ready to set thorn 
down on a new spot.

Land Moratorium 


Railroad Pension Bill Is 


Also Enacted Into 


Law 


WASHINGTON 
— (fp)— 
President 


Roosevelt has signed the legislation 
granting n partial six-year moratorium 
on paying off farm mortgages and the 
bill for a retirement pension system 
for railroal employes, 


The Grosser bill provides retirement 


with pay for railroad employes at the 
nge of 65. It compels both the workers 
and their employers to contribute to 
the retirement fund. 


Both the Frnzler-Lemke bill and the 
-rosscr proposal were fought by con- 
ervative forces and supported by lib- 
oral enemies. 


(Upon retiremene each employe is to 
receive a monthly payment equal to 
two percent of his monthly pay mul- 
tiplied by the number of years he has 
served. The annuity is not to be more 
than 75 per cent of the monthly com- 
pensation and the latter is defined as 
the average monthly pay during his 
period of service. 


One of the broadest acts yet passed 


for the relief of any class of debtors 
the Frazler-Lemke bill would allow 
debt-burdcnd farmers 
a 
five-year 


moratorium if they are unable to 
roach a satisfactory arrangemnt with 
their creditors. 


After the farmer begins bankruptcy 


proceedings, the court is to appoint 
appraisers to arrive at a "fair value" 
of his land and chattels, if liens are 
held against them. If that appraisal 
is satisfactory to the lien holders, the 
farmers must pay off the indebtedness 
over a six-year period at rates of in- 
terest which begin at one per cent on 
the total and gradually rise to five 
per cent. 


Any creditor may block the settle- 


ment if he desires. But if he does the 
federal court is authorized to give the 
farmer a five-yar moratorium. During 
that time the debtor would keep his 
place and pay a "fair rental value" 
to be determined by the court. This 
rent would be divided among the cred- 
itors. 


At the end of the five-yar period 


the court may take a new appraisal 
of the property and the farmer could 
still be relieved of his debts if the lien 
holders accept that valuation and it 
is paid. Othewise forclosure may be 
resorted to.
